“It's no wonder se are. starting 
from scratch to rebuild our intelli- 
gence capabilities,” he said, credit- 


ing the Reagan administration for: 
the turnareund. 

The government is beginning to 
crack down on the Soviet Union's es- 
pionage efforts in the United States 
as witnessed by expulsion of more 
than 90 Soviet individuals in the past 
three years. 


The deputy director said the CIA 
was greatly. expanded in the 1950s 
under President Eisenhower. The. 
United States learned then of the So- _ 
viets’ intentions to build a nuclear 
arsenal second to none, he said. 


Once that was accomplished, Mc- 
Mahon said, the. Soviet emphasis 
shifted to increasing the size of its - 
army. In the 1970s the Soviets moved 
to control key waterways, including 
those in the Middle East, Vietnam, 
Cuba and Morocco. 


“We can see what is happening in - 
Cuba with its huge Soviet base,” he - 


said. “Now they are working on Cen- 
tral America.”
